Voting Tor Jones and Mc-

Heischd)er was n(»ninated by 
McCoy, Jones by R. Jcmes, Mc- 
Qanan by Creech, and (fenley by 
L Jones 

McCoy pointed out that four 
years ago he didn't know what 
was going to happen before his 
election as mayor. He said that 
two years ago he nominated 
JcMies and that this year he was 
supporting Hesichc^r. He said 
both are capable, both are in- 



terested in the job. He said 
Heisch(^r has wcvked hard, is 
experienced, is a clear thinker, 
and knows his job. 

Heischc^er promised Council 
that members would be treated 
fairly and equitably and asked for 
their whde-hearted support.

Museum offers porthole to the

( This history begins in 1878 
when there was no Oty of 
Virginia Beach, no town, no 
village, not even a hamlet on the 
oceanfront. All that existed prior 
to that year was a long and lonely 
sweep of sand and the Atlantic 
Ocean. The shoals, fran Cape 
Henry to the south along the 
Virginia coastline and across the 
North Carolina border, were the 
resting places for sco'es upcm 
scwes of vessels that beached, 
foundered, or broke apart in the 
sudden and vident storms that 
occurred alcmg the, unmarked 
^J^dMbi l^oralinf.-Jiy^p 
tM^crew" and passengers sur- 
vived the fury of the weather and 
the peril of a splintered and 
sinking ship, it was to their own 
bravery that they owned their 
lives. There was no help ashwe. 
The United States Congress, 
acknowledging the dangers and 
destructive forces of the Atlantic 
Ocean alaig the Virginia shwe, 
created the United States Life- 
Saving Service in 1871, and in 
1874 authorized three Life-Sav- 
ing stations to be built along the 
coast of what is now Virginia 
Beach. In 1878, the year that the 
Life-Saving Service became a 
separate branch of the Treasury 
Department, two mwe staticms 
were added, which brcMight the 
total number of stations to five.

The life-Saving stations were 
numbered beginning with the 
ncMthernmost one: Cape Henry 
Number 1, followed at six-mile 
intervals by Seatack Number 2, 
Dam Neck Mills Number 3, Little 
Island Number 4, and False Cape 
Number 5. These five stations 
alcmg the shores of Virginia from 
Cape Henry south to the Nra-th 
Carolina state line, were in the 
Sixth ESstrict on the Life-Saving 
Service. 



It was the Seatack Ufe-Saving 
Station Number 2, a wood boat- 
house at what is now 24th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue, that was 
the embryo of the present city of 
Virginia Beach. The staticm took 
its name, Seatack, fron the term 
given to the general area many 
years befwe. Some say that it 
was formed by a contraction of 
the wOTds, "sea attack," after 
the British launched a sea assault 
during the War of 1812. ahers 



say it came from the mariner's 
term "Sea tack" because the 
sailing shii» had to tack along 
the coast before turning their 
bows eastward and sailing for the 
open sea. 

While the aigin of the name 
Seatack is not clearly known, 
what is known is that the men 
who manned that small statical 
by the Atlantic~surfinen~be- 
came the first residents of the 
aty of Virginia Beach. They built 



modest hemes, supplemented 
their meager incomes with fish- 
ing and hunting, married and 
started families. They became 
the first year-round citizens of 
Virginia Beach. More people 
came with their families. A store 
sprang up. Then more families 
came. And a few more stores 
were evened... 

The stirfmen's lives were ded- 
icated to those who were in 
danger at sea. Long, lonely hours 
were spent either in the staticNi 
or (Nit on the beach, patrolling 
either on foot or horseback- 
maintaining a constant vigil, pre- 
paring for the disaster that often- 

No matter liow turbulent the 
sea, how forcefiil the wind, how 
cold the night these brave surf- 
men stood ready to serve those 
sea- faring fdk of yesteryear. One 
such surftnen was Jcrfm Wood- 
house Sparrow who represents 
for us today the spirit of those 
early lifesavers. Because of the 
efforts of Sparrow and five other 
surftnen from the Seatack Sta- 
tion, who launched a surfboat 
through the furious winds and 
surf on 21 December 1900, all 
crew members except five of the 
Jennie Hall, aground 10 miles 
south of Cape Henry, were taken 
to safety. For this rescue mission 
Sparrow received the U.S. Life- 
Saving Service Silver Medal.

Revoiuticnary War battle flags 
representing each of the 13 wigi- 
nd odonies will be unftirled (me 
by one, each acknowtedged with 
a fife and drum air and a cannon 
salute. 

The uniformed troops then 
lead t)w public to nearby Brutoi 
Parish Oiurch fw a brief com- 
memorative ceremony. After the 
troo|^ play the famous Revd- 
utionary War hymn, "Chester," 
the tribute concludes with the 
ringing of Virginia's "Liberty 
BeU" in the church tower, just as 
it rung in 1776 when news of the 
Miction of the Declaration of 



hidependencc reached the cd- 
onial capital. 

A Grand Tattoo and fireworks 
celebratiMi bring the day to a 
close with prqier military splen- 
dor. The beating of tattoo by the 
fifes and drums mark the end 
of a soldier's day in the 18th 
century. Three units of the fifes 
and drums march at 8:30 p.m. 
frwn the Capitol, Palace green 
and the ccM-ner of Nassau and 
buke of CHoucester Streets re- 
spectively to the ftjwder Maga- 
zine. 

After the beating of tattoo at 
the Magazine, the troops lower 
the flag and play "God Save 
Great Washington," cueing the 
start of the aerial firewwks dis- 
play. In case of Iwavy rain, the 
program will be cancelled.

Recreational boating can be a 
relatively safe sport in spite of 
the inherent perils of the ocean 
and bays. It was reported by the 
United Sutes Coast Guard that 
in fiscal 1983, recrrational boating 
accidents accounted for 1,241 
fatalities. Data compiled shows 
that 85 percent of all people who 
die in boating accidents drown. 
Of these, most were not wearing 
a Personal Flotation Device 
(PFD). 

With all the safety advice that 
boaters are bombarded with each 
year, there is one easy to 
remember item, which if heeded, 
would do more to save lives than 
all the other advice put together. 
That is to wear your PFD, a 
friend for life. 

All federal, state and local 
laws require at least one U.S. 
Coast Guard approved pers(Mial 
flotatioi device be carried aboard 
every boat including sailboats, 
rowboats, kayaks and canoes (fcM- 
each person aboard). Each PFD 
must be readily accessible, in 
serviceable conditiwi and of an 
appropriate size for the person 
for whOTi it is intended.

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There are four basic types of,, 
PFD. 

Type 1 (life Jacket): This device 
has the greatest required buoy- 
ancy. It is reversible and avail- 
able in only two sizes - adult (90 
lbs. or more) and child (less than 
90 lbs.), which are universal 
sizes. It is designed to turn most 
unconscious persons in the water 
from a face down position to a 
vertical and slightly backward 
position, and therefore greatly 
increases the chance of survival. 
The Type I PFD is suitable for all 
waters, especially where there is 
a probability of delayed rescue. 
Type n [Buoyant Vest]: This 
device is the familiar horse collar 
and is available in four sizes: 
adult, child (medium), child 
(small) and infant. This device is 
also designed to turn an uncon- 
scious person face up or slightly 
backward in the water, '^c^rly 
worn, it will keep a person's head 
and shoulders above water. It is 
also comfortable to wear and will 
not effect a person's boating 
pleasure. 

lype in [Marine Buoyant De- 
vice]: This device c<Mnes in a 
variety of styles, cdors and sizes, 
and is more comfortable to wear 
than other types. This group 
includes the ski-vests, hunting 
and fishing vests, float coats and 
other devices made especially for 
different types (rf water spc»ts. 
The Type III is designed to float a 
conscious perstm face up in the 
water. It is particularly useful 
when fishing, hunting, water 
skiing, wind surfing or when 
topside on your boat, fcM- it is 
designed for cwnfort and not to 
impair the movement or reduce 
the pleasure of the wearer. It can 
also delay the onset of hypother- 
mia while in the water.

He motioned to me 
and said, "Thank God 
for the angels of mercy, 
I'm free." He spoke of a 
CH-53 helicopter and 
crew. 

An Air Force pilot in 
the ready room in 
DaNang in 1966 who 
said to me "You have to 
be a fanatic about free- 
dom-without it, there's 
nothing." A Colonel 
who'd just lost his right 
leg in a land mine in- 
cident near Mil 55, south 
yffTHtNIm, ViWham, as 
he faced CBS television 
cameramen, "Show this 
leg, go ahead and take 
pictures, I want those 
yellow-bellied suckers to 
know what freedom is 
all about." 

Lyrics from the 
famous song, "Born 
Free," tell it like it is. We 
raise or bring our 
children into this world 
free-thanks to people 
who've given to their 
country since the first In- 
dependence Day. There 
are those who don't un- 
derstand the politics of 
war, of police actions, of 
deployments, of star- 
vation, pillage, plunder, 
hate and discontent... 
they knew that this was 
their home and they 
valued freedom. That's 
what the 4th of July is 
all about, being free and 
independent.

I'd like to introduce to you a 
new prc^ram now av^able 
thrmigh the Virginia Beach Arts 
Center. The prc^ram, an audio- 
visual presentation, is being 
offered by the Arts Center as 
part of its continuing effort of 
promoting the visual arts in the 
community. 

It has come to my attention 
that many people in Virginia 
Beach and the surrounding Tide- 
water area arc not aware of 
either the Arts Center or the 
programs it offers. It was for the 
intent purpose of educating the 
informing these people that this 
presentaticm was created. It has 
been designed to explain the 
Virginia Beach Arts Center; what 
it is, what it does, and where it is 
going in the future. 

For instance, did you know 
that the Virginia Beach Arts 
Association, a private noti-pTof\t 
organization, was established 
over thirty years ago to serve 
what was then a small borough 
by the sea? Of course, Virginia 
Beach is no longer a small 
borough and the Virginia Beach 
Arts Associaticm has now been 
changed to the Virginia Beach 
Arts Center. Both have progres- 
sively grown and continue to 
change. 

Today, the Arts Center ope- 
rates throughout the entire year 
offering ArtCamp and ArtStudio 
classes, has an exhibition sche- 
dule of 10-12 temporary art 
shows covering a wide variety of 
subjects, and is the sponsor of the 
Neptune Festival Art Show and 
the Boardwalk Art Show - the 
largest show of its type on the 
Eastern Seaboard. Through 
^ these and other programs, the 
Virginia Beach Arts Center has 
committed to provide canmunity 
members with the oppOTtunity to 
enjoy the visual arts and have 
easy access to quality art pro- 
grams. 

The Arts Center is now past 
the halfway point HI plans f«. its 
new 4 million drtlar fecflHyw^e 
located cm a 12-acre site at the 
west bcHind entrance to the 
Virginia Beach expressway just 
north of the Paviliai. The faci- 
lity, considered to be a medium- 
sized arts center, will enable the 
organization to provide and 
maintain higher professional 
standards in its classes and 
exhibitions. TTie new facility, 
approximately 29,000-square- 
feet, will allow the center to 
attract nationally recc«nized art- 
ists for its workshcv programs 
and b(M-row impcatant works of 
art for exhibitions.

gifts from nature to be enjoyed in 
the warm summer months by the 
c^d and the young whose lives 
were centered around the Sea- 
tack Life-Saving Station. In 1880 
a group of enterprising business- 
men built a clubhouse that soon 
gave way to a large hotel 
complex-the Princess Anne 
Hotel. Soon summertime vac- 
ati<mers from around Virginia- 
Bichmoad, Lynohbw g. Roanoke , 
Q)arlott«»ville-were pAcjciag 
steamer trunks and boarding 
trains for the new and popular 
resort. Visitors from northern 
states began to vacation in the 
winter months, finding relief 
from the ice and snow at home. 

As the shipping traffic along 
the coast grew, the respcmsi- 
bilities of the surfinen grew. The 
first Seatack Station was re- 
ilaced by a seccmd (me in 1903. 
Ihe Life-Saving Service gave 
way to the United States Coast 
G rd in 1913 and the station 
was manned by the U.S. Coast 
Guardsmen. 

The Coast Guardsmen were 
among the first lifeguards fa- 
vacaticKiing swimmers at the 
beach, watching over the sum- 
mer crowds from a small stand in 
front of the staticm; a dory always 
ready to respcMid to swimmers in 
distress. In additicxi to keeping 
watch over merchant ships, the 
Coast Guardsmen were given 
added responsibilities when 
World War 11 arrived. On foot 
and on horseback, they patrdled 
the beachfroit, enfwcing cur- 
fews and insuring that no foreign 
agents landed along the beach. 

Lifeboats finally gave way to 
amphibious vehicles as a means 
of rescue, and modern methods 
of navigaticMi fmally brought an 
end to the service that had begun 
in 1878. No longer needed, and 
crowded on all sides by a 
growing hotel trade, the Virginia 
Beach Station was decoHffll^- 
sicMied in January 1969, 91 years 
after it had begun its vigil over 
the ships that sailed along the 
Virginia coastline. 

When its flag was struck on 
January 16, 1969, the station log 
was filled with tiK details of 
dramatic rescues at sea. Among 
the more well-known is the Nor- 
wegian bark, ENctat» which 
went aground in March of 1891 
during a raging winter storm 
near what is now 40th Street. The 
surf and high winds pounded the 
ship, which began to splinter and 
break aiMtrt. The captain knew he 
must get his crew to shore 
quickly. Furthermore, his wife 
and son were on board and their 
safety wiu of course (^ utmost 
importance. Tlw breeches but^ 
(a pair of pants and ship-to-shore 
line attached to a life preserver) 
was emplc^ed by the ^atack 
Life-Saving Service, saving some 
crew members. Othere were able 
to swim ashore. However, the 
oqMun's wife and son were

rise to the city's statue of the 
Norwegian Lady, who looks to 
the sea frcmi a grassy plot at 2Sth 
Street and the Oceanfront, a 
short block from the Museum. 
Relics of the diaster are now 
preserved in a special exhibit in 
the Museum's lower gallery. 

The white frame building at 
24th Street and Oceanfr(Mit sits 
among the towering hotels. Most 
Beach residents still refer to it 
fwidly as "the dd Coast Ckiard 
Station." Today, it has a new 
name, The Virginia Beach Mari- 
time Historical Museum, and an 
impcHtant new mission: to pre- 
serve the histcffy and heritage of 
Virginia Beach. 

The Museum is the city's first 
museum. The Coast Guardsmen 
vacated the building in 1%9, and 
in 1981 it opened its doors as the 
home for artifacts and documents 
that tell the story of the ban- 
ning of Virginia Beach as for 
back as 1878. B(xh floors of the 
two-story building contain mari- 
time-related objects and artifacts 
that have been loaned to or 
acquired by the Museum in its 
three years of operation. Since 
qpening approximately 35,000 
people have toured the galleries. 

The upper gallery contains 
nautical artifacts, scrimshaw, 
ship models and maritime in- 
struments frcnn all over the 
world. Early-day sextants, com- 
passes, and brass tools are dis- 
played in glass cases for easy 
viewing. 

The lower gallery is devoted to 
a history of the Life-Saving Ser- 
vice from 1878 through 191S. and 
the United States Coast Guard 
through 19^, and these ser- 
vices' relationship to the growth 
and development of Virginta 
Beach. 

Also housed in the Museum 
are repii(a surfboats constructed 



by the Norfolk Schod of boat- 
building. Each Sunday afternocxi 
in the summer a volunteer crew 
take the surf-boats oat, re-enact- 
ing practice drills, races, and 
ccmipetition sessions once car- 
ried out by the men firan the 
Station when it was active. 

The Museum is open from 
10:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m., Mmday 
through Saturday, and from 
12:00 noon to 5:00 p.m. on Sun- 
days A small admission is char- 
ged to help support the Museum, 
a non-profit organization. 
Charges are Si. 50 fw adults, 
S.50 for children 6 through 18. 
$1.00 for military and senior 
citizens. Group rates are avail- 
able upcm request. 

The Virginia Beach Maritime 
Historical Museum is a tribute to 
the memories of the men and 
w^xnen who endured the hard- 
ships of the sea, and (rf^ those who 
stood ready to serve... It is a 
community's effort to preserve 
our maritime heritage..."

Tar Stains On Material, Removing • Rub the spot with lard, then soak 

it in turpentine for five minutes. Scrape off the loosened tar and rinse in 

clean turpentine. Rub gently till dry. 

Note: Don't use your dryer. 

Or rub butter over the affected area, wait two minutes, then soak the 

material in gasoline. Work between die Angers, then wash by hand. 

Rinse well and dry it in the open air. 

Note: Special precautions should be taken regarding fire. 
If the fabric is corduroy, try using peanut butter. Work it into the stain, 
then wash in the normal way. 

Or soak the corduroy in kerosene for fifteen minutes, then wash by 
hand.

Tennis Shoes, Cleaning - Brush off as much dirt, mud, or grime as

Few states can match the 
natural wonders of the Common- 
wealth of Virginia. Most of them 
are in the Shenandoah Valley, on 
or adjacent to US-81 or the 
parallel, scenic routes - skyline 
Drive and Blue Ridge Parkway. 
The view of Shenandoah Val- 
ley is enjoyed most in a ride atop 
the Blue Ridge Mountains on 
Skyline Drive which forms the 
centerpiece of the 300-square- 
mile Shenandoah National Park. 
The scenic grandeur of the 
Shenandoah Valley is matched, ii 
not surpassed, in a dozen caves 
and caverns which have offered 
the public a breath-taking pano- 
rama of subterranean beauty Ux 
more than 100 years. These 
caverns have a historic past, 
serving as a shelter for men and 
horses of both Union and Con- 
federate fOTces during the Qvil 
War. In addition, cave deposits 
of saltpeter were mined to make 
gunpowder. 

Luray Caverns, the largest and 
most famous oi the East Coast 
has rooms up to 140 feet in 
height with thousands of massive 
cdored formations. The most 
unique feature at Luray is The 
Great Stalacpipe Organ which is 
wired to stalactites fw stereo- 
phonic effect. The first compo- 
sitioi, "A Mighty Fortress Is 
Our God." was perfwmed on 
July 29, 1956. Other unique 
features include the Car and 
Carriage Caravan (75 antique- 



classic vehicles), motels with 
swimming pool, an 18-hde golf 
c(Mirse and an airpcnt, enabling 
them to offer an attractive resort- 
package to visitors. 

Other natural wonders in the 
Virginias include the legendary 
minersU springs which attracted 
nearly all of the nation's elite 
vacationers some 150 years ago. 
Much earlier, the springs and 
their healing powers attracted 
Indians from Canada and the 
Cardinas. 

Unfortunatley, only three of a 
dc^en tnineral springs are still 
(grating. Berkeley Springs and 
White Sulphur Springs (The 
Greenbrier) and Hot Springs 
(The Homestead), among the 
most fashionable springs and 
spas of the 1800s. are still 
extremely popular resols with 
healing waters. 

Natural Bridge, a celebrated 
landmark in American history 
and geography, is one of the 
Seven Natural Waiders of the 
World. This imposing gedogical 
structure supports a national 
highway 215 feet above a creek, 
CMinecting two mountains. The 
founders of our country, cele- 
brities and common folk alike 
have visited and cherished it as 
one of America's oldest and most 
renowned resOTts. How appro- 
priate that Virginia has so many 
natural wonders and also posses- 
ses oat of the Seven Natural 
Wtmders of the World.

Too often regarded as a rnere 
fashion accessory, serious 
thought should be given to the 
design and constructiai of sun- 
glasses, and their suitability to 
the kind of activities the wearer 
is likely to engage in. 

According to the National 
Society to Prevent Blindess 
people should be careful to 
purchase lenses made of impact- 
resistant glass (X plastic. The 



Federal Food and Drug Admini- 
straticm now requires that all 
eyeglass lenses, including those 
for sunglasses (both prescriptiwi 
and non-prescripticMi), be made 
impact-resistant. This does not 
mean that the lenses are shatter- 
proof or unbreakable, but that 
they can withstand moderately 
sharp blows. Plastic lenses are 
generally m«e impact-resistant 
than glass, but they can scratch

Another factor to consider in 
choosing a lense, is its density or 
darkness. This is mostly a matter 
of individual chdce, since some 
persons are mare sensitive to 
light than others. Hghly sensi- 
tive wearers may prefn^ lenses 
that allow no mere than 10-15 
percent of available light to reach 
the eyes. Regardless, experts 
generally agree that to provide 
adequate comfort, a sunglass 
lense should be dark enough to 
permit no more than 30 percent 
of available light to reach the 
eyes. Fortunately, many sun- 
glass manufacturers now attach 
labels to their products indica- 
ting this transmission factor. 
Before ycni purchase a pair of 
glasses, look-to see if the product 
carries this tag. 

Many of us pay little attention 
to lense color, but »xording to 
Society spd»sman Gary Rowe, 
"Lens tints of bright orange, 
yellow, red, blue and {wrj^ do 
not rate well, since they can 
interfere with cdor perception ~ 
particularly the three basic traffic 
light &ion. Boaters may find 
that these lenses alter the cdor- 
ation of buoys and other aids to 
navigation." 

According the Rowe, the safest 
lens cokon are gray, green or 
iMPOwn. He said, "1\» gray, or 
so-called neutral density lenses, 
with a transmission &ctar oS 
about M penxnt are tlw best 
chokx. imx tl^y have no etk& 



cm cdws in the environment." 

In recent years, the double- 
gradient lens (those lenses that 
are dark cm top and bott(»n. but 
lighter in the center) have be- 
cane p(^ular with some spats- 
men. They filter overhead and 
ground glare, and are especially 
helpful when sailing or motor- 
boating. Pdarizing lenses are 
also of benefit, since they reduce 
"bounce up" reflections from 
shiny surfaces. 

Sunglass frames are also often 
chosen purely on the basis of 
style. The Society cautions that 
some frames may not be sturdy 
enough to withstand even a 
minor impu:t. According to 
Rowe, "Some of the light plastic 
frames can shatter if hit by a ball 
or other object. Occasionally, a 
piece of the brcAen frame may 
scratch or even penetrate the 
eyeball. 

TTie Society recommencb that 
frames be generally well-con- 
structed, and matte of sturdy, 
non-flammable plastic or metal. 
They should fit ojmfortably and 
securly at the ears, nose and 
temples so that you are hardly 
aware of them. Aad they should 
not amtain large side pieces 
which could interfere with side 
vision. A dark cdor is preferable 
to ckar, light frames, because 
they may impair vision by caus- 
ii^ aoKiying bri^t spots. MMt 
importantly^ tlw frames tad 
tenses should be large emxigh to 
shteM the e]^et at most angtes.

computerized," he points out. 
"Industry is getting to the point 
whire if you don't have a 
knowledge of computers, you're 
going to be handicapped." 

Mobley feels that it is impor- 
tant for the computer to become 
a r^ar part of our everyday 
lives, just like telephones and 
television. "If you can te«;h and 
train childrm early, then you can 
help to eliminate the fear and awe 
that many people have towards 
computers," Mobley added. 

To that end, each camp day 
will include 3'/i hours of com- 
p^r training, or 17>/i hours 
t(ttal over the course of each 
vi^klong session. Campers will 
bf divided . into one of three 
tSiaing groups depending on 
t&Si current state of computer 
awareness: Beglniwi (those with 
little or no previous experience 
v^tii computers) will be taught all 
the necessary fundamentab so 
that they can have the experience 
of programming a computer on 
thdr own by the end of the 
session; Intenncdlatcs (those who 
ah-eady have some progranmiing 
experience) will be trained on the 
different computer systems that 
will be available at the camp, and 
Advanced (those who have aten- 
sive computer backgrounds 
already) will work on ap- 
plications and problems tailored

Dining alfresco provides ideal conditions for food spoilage 



People have enjoyed dinuig 
alfresco (which means "in the 
open air" in Italian) for Centur- 
ies. Today outdoor barbecues 
and picnics are still an imp<xtant 
part of any summertime celebra- 
tions. Whether ycHi're planning a 
fancy or casual party, it is 
important to iKcp food safety in 
mind, says Anna Atkins, mar- 
keting specialist with the Vir- 
ginia I>epartment of Agricuhure 
and Consumer Services. With 
the heat and humidity of summer 



providing almost ideal conditions 
for the growth of bacteria in food, 
extra care in food storage, pre- 
paration and serving is essential. 

Both raw and prepared foods 
need to be %xactd in cold (40°F ot 
below) temperatures. Don't 
leave groceries in a hot car while 
you run a few last-minutes 
errands. Put away meat, milk, 
poiltry, eggs, prepared salads 
and refrigerated items as soon as 
you arrive hcwne. 

When thawing meat, the best 



way is to allow the food to thaw in 
the refrigerator. For faster thaw- 
ing, wrap the meat in a water- 
tight plastic bag and place under 
cold running water or place the 
meat in a closed double paper 
bag at room temperature. 

Most germs that cause food 
poiscming are killed when you 
boil, broil or roast foods. How- . 
ever, when food stays warm for 



two hours or loiger, scane germs 
that produce poisons are NOT 
destroyed by heating. So, once 
food is cooked, keep it hcA (above 
165 °F) until served and refri- 
gerate leftovers at once, says 
Ms. Atkins.

Beach schools 
cited again 

Curriculum reform efforts by 
Virginia Beach Public Schools 
have beoi dted in a new United 
States Department of EdiKation 
publicatitHi, The Nation Responds. 

A description of the Curri- 
culum Assessment and Develop- 
ment Project and subsequent im- 
plementation of a number of 
curriculum changes recommen- 
ded by the project Task Force is 
included in the lat«t report of the 
National Commission on Ex- 
cellence in Education. 

The Nation Responds is a 
report of actions by schools, 
colleges, local school boards, 
legislatures, and individual in- 
stitutions within the year since 
the issue of the National Com- 
mission on Excellence in 
Education's A Nation at Risk: 
The Imperative for Educational 
Reform. 

Although A Nation at Risk 
called for major changes in 
education, it pointed out that 
some school systems had already 
begun their own reform projects. 
The Virginia Beach project had 
been underway since 1981; last 
summer the first twenty percent 
of the 138 recommendations are 
being adopted and implemented 
as planning on them is com- 
pleted. 

In the foreword to The Nation 
Responds, U.S. Secretary of 
Education T. H. Bell says, 
"Amidst all the criticism of the 
profession, and the lack of 
recognition under which $o many 
teachers and administrators 
labor, educators saw in the report 
an opportunity to advance 
American education. They seized 
that opportunity boldly."

A Thousand Cranes 

Beach youngster travels to Hiroshima

Sometimes the smallest good 
intention can expand so much 
that even the originator will get 
cold feet and want to back out. 

Such was the case with Michael 
Gianascoli except that, with a lit- 
tle encouragement from his 
father, he was able to carry off 
the final stages of a two month 
project which was supposed to be 
"a small thing." 

On May 18 Gianascoli presen- 
ted to the Crane Memorial at 
Peace Park in Hiroshima, Japan 
a "Thousand Crane Arrange- ^ 
ment" which he and about SO of 
his fellow classmates at the Cape 
Henry Collegiate School created 
to send a meslasfe to'the children 
of Japan. 

"Like Japanese Children, we 
American children also hope for 
worldwide peace and that nuclear 
weapons will never have to be 
used again," Gianascoli said 
during his presentation. 

The idea to make the cranes 
came to Michael after conver- 
sations with his father, Joseph, 
president of Copy Data Inc. of 
Virginia Beach. In New York for 
business, Gianascoli was 
discussing an upcoming trip to 
Hiroshima sponsored by Sharp 
Electronics. During this conver- 
sation Gianascoli learned of 
Sadako Sasaki, a Japanese girl 
who was three years old when the 
bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima. 

At the age of 12, Sasaki con- 
tracted leukemia as a result of the 
bombing. In keeping with Shinto 
religious custom the young girl 
believed if she could make 1000 
paper cranes then she would 
overcome her sickness. Unfor- 
tunately, Sasaki died after 
making 644 paper cranes. The 
crane symbolizes peace to the 
JajMnese much like the dove does 
in the United States. 

Having been moved by this 
story Michael, knowing that he 
would be traveling to Hiroshima 
with his father, brought the idea 
of making the cranes to the atten- 
tion of Rex Mitchell, art director

for Cape Henry Collegiate. 
Originally, Michael planned on a 
smaU class project but the idea 
spread so quickly it soon became 
a commimity project. 

"It was a good community 
project for Cape Henry because 
of the involvement of the stu- 
dents and also some teachers," 
Mitchell said. Monbers of the 
Cape Henry Art Club, teachers 
and other students worked 
together after school aiKl during 
study periods to complete over 
1000 papo^ cranes, nu^ from 
origami paper. Origami is an 
oriental art of pap^ folding. 
Each paper crane required 36 
folds, Mitchdl said. Many of the 
students would first write a 
message before ft^iing the paper. 
"The kids felt that they were 
making contact with the kids in 
Japan." 

With all the cranes completed 
and packed "in four big box^" 
the GianascoQs were ready for 
their trip. Expecting to make a 
brief presmtation in front of only 



a handful of friends and family, 
Michael was very surprised to see 
approximately 400 people present 
at Peace Park, including three 
local television stations and one 
national news broadcaster. 

It was then Michael started get- 
ting cokl feet but he knew he and 
his family had come too far to 
stop. "I was very proud of 
Michael, I think he handled him- 
sdf very weU," his father said. 
Michael was also featured in a 
front page photo in the 
Hiroshiina daily newspapor. 

Oiaiuscoli believes the {mipct 
craiw (H'oject and Miduel's trip 
have made those students in- 
volved more aware of what hap- 
pened in Hiroshima and that 
human beings are the victims of 
wars. 

"This was certainly not a 
political statement. This was 
dedicated to the children of 
Japan from the children of the 
United States in the hi>pe that a 
nuclear bomb will never have to 
be used again," OianascdU said.

The city's health insurance 
plan is costing mcfre than was 
projected, mostly because of the 
inflaticm in health care costs. 

Qty Manager Thcwnas H. 
Muehlnebeck told Council last 
week at an informal session that 
there was only a small increase in 
use of the plan, that the in- 
creased cost was due to inflation 
in health care costs.

JULY SKY CHARTS: To use 

these sky charts, face either north 
or south and hold the charts directly 
in front of you with the horizofton 
the bottom. The charts show the 
brightest stars and planets between 
the horizon and the part of the sky 
directly overhead during the early 
evening hours this iponth. 

CONSTELLATIONS: The bright- 
est stars in the southern sky this 
month can be found in different con- 
stellations. 

Beginning in the east, look for 
Altair in the constellation Aquila, 
the eagle. Along with Vega and Den- 
eb (see north-facing chart), this 
bright star forms the most notice- 
able star pattern in the summer 
skies — the Summer Triangle. Mov- 
ing high overhead, find Arcturus, 
the bright star that marks the tail of 
the kite-shaped constellation, 
Bootes. In the west, notice Spica, 
part of the constellation Virgo. 

The northern sky's most promi- 
nent constellation, the Big Dipper, 
can be seen standing on the tip of its 
bowl high overhead. Beneath the 
Dipper, to the west, look for the 
bright star Regulus. Regulus marks 
the "paw" of the constellation Leo, 
the lion, which is gradually making 
its way toward the horizon as the 
month progresses.

dominate the southern evening sky 
this month. 

Mars, known as the red planet, is 
found low in the south at sunset. As 
the planet moves eastward during 
the month, its brightness will dimin- 
ish by a few magnitudes. 

The ringed planet, Saturn, is visi- 
ble west of Mars, near Spica, at 
sunset. On July 14, Saturn will be- 
come stationary before it resumes 
its eastward motion across the sky. 

Jupiter is the brightest planet, 
reaching its greatest brilliancey 
this month. It rises about sunset and 



is found in the constellation Sagit- 
tarius in the southeast. In mid- 
month, the planet just grazes the top 
of teapot-shaped Sagittarius.

State has 
nation's first 

head injury 
registry

The nation's first head injury 
r^stry recently went into effect 
in Virginia as the result of 
legislation passed by this year's 
General Assembly. In an effort to 
locate citizens with brain damage 
and make them aware of avail- 
able services in a timely lasluon, 
alt 107 hospitals in the state now 
must notify the Department of 
Rehabilitative Services (DRS) of 
certain types of injuries within 
seven days of hospitalization. 

The need for the mandate (Sec- 
tion 2.1-583, Code of Virginia) 
was supported in a research 
report on head injury in the 
Commonwealth which was 
released in May. Conducted by 
the Virginia Head Injury Foun- 
dation for the rehabilitation 
agency, the study found that each 
year an estimated 14,000 
Virginians incur injuries to the 
brain. 

The registry will provide DRS 
with a direct referral route for 
reaching this segment of the 
disabled population. 

"These individuals deserve a 
chance at rehabilitation and must 
have an opportunity to regain 
their independence through 
vocational objectives," said DRS 
Commissioner Altamont Dicker- 
son Jr. "Medical advances have 
made it possible for them to 
recover in some instances and live 
normal lifespans... we must con- 
tinue to develop vocational 
programs and work with the head 
injured toward achieving a 
maximum level of indepen- 
dence."

vices. He cited inadequate 
schools and roads. 

Stallings said that 5,000 units 
have already been approved for 
development and 2,830 units are 
located on the Malbon Farms 
alone. He said that Oceana 
Boulevard when completed wiU 
have a capacity for 25.000 daily 
trips while 63,000 daily trips 
would be made if all the units 
approved are built. Uc said that 
the parcel is landlocked by R-5 
and R-6 zoning. 

Wright charged that "all the 
people want to be the last people 
in Virginia Beach." He insisted 
that roads follow development 
and it is a reasonable 
expectation of property owners 
that they not be frustrated. 

Vice Mayor Reba McOanan 
said that it's one thing to say 
schools will come, but the 
schools serving the area are two 
of the oldest elementary schoc^ 
in the city.

$150 or $200 million for all 
states. Fifty percent of the IDB's . 
would be allocated to the state 
and 50 percent to localities unless 
the state legislature or the gover- 
nor provides otherwise. 

By comparison, Salle said, ap- 
proximately $140 million in the 
bonds were approved last year. 

The $16 million in bonds were 
approved by City Council last 
week because they were approved 
by the Industrial Development 
Authority prior to June 19, 1984 
and therefore are exempted from 
the cap. 

The bonds were approved by 
Council by a 6-5 vote for six 
facilities. The vote was the closest 
yet since Council was given final 
authority to approve the bonds in 



1982. All of the issues have been 
approved routinely by council af- 
ter approved by the Industrial 
Authority for want of guidelines 
to do otherwise. 

Councilman H. Jack Jennings 
Jr. said, however, that he would 
not vote for these bonds as he 
had not voted for any since 1982. 
Also voting against approval 
were Councilwomen Barbara 
Henley and Meyera Oberndorf 
and Councilmen Louis R. Jones 
and Robert G. Jones. 

Prior to the transfer of the 
final authority for approval of 
the bonds to Council, the In- 
dustrial Authority approval was 
final.

One might easily describe How 
To Think Yourself To Hap- 
piness, by Virginia Beach attor- 
ney and businessman L. Charles 
Buriage as a book of common 
sense and straight talk as the 
book, aimed at the young is 
clearly an attempt to speak to 
those in need of a friend with 
good advice. 

The slim volume, drawn from a 
m1«^ work: ORIpiigtal^. tite per- 
sonai philosc^hy and work ethic 
of a self made man, was recently 
published by Grunwald and Rad- 
cliff Publishers, a Norfolk firm. 

"The readership I would 
ideally love to have would be the 
formative, impressionable young 
people," author Buriage recently 
told an interviewer, "because this 
book will tell them that you can 
be happy and survive successfully 
without the . mind-numbing and 
altering effects of drugs and 
alcohol." 

The 61 year old businessman is 
now a teatotaler and practices 
yoga, but things were not always 
so relaxed for Charles Buriage. 



Born fifth of nine children to 
an Iowa farm family, Buriage 
was a restless youth, quitting 
school at 14 to sell magazines 
door to door throughout the 
eastern states. 

"Those were important days 
for me," Buriage recalled. "I 
found it one thing to be in a poor 
environment and be surrounded 
by love. It was quite a different 
thing to be surrounded by flop 
house habitues and hustlers. You 
could only survive if you found 
something of deep vtfue vrithin 
you. 

"You might say my character 
was formed in the crucible of 
those circumstances. " 

Following a variety of laboring 
and trade jobs Buriage found 
himself an Army infantryman 
during World War Two, earning 
battle stars for participation in 
the invasion of Normandy and 
the Battle of the Bulge among 
other actions. After the war 
Buriage earned a number of 
degrees, becoming an accountant 
and eventually an attorney.

Phobias don't scare Lisa Zocco

For Lisa Zocco, Doctor of 
Psychology, a 24-hour day is not 
long enough. As director of the 
center for Behavorial Medicine 
though, Zocco realizes a long 
work day comes with the 
territory. Therefore, taking time 
from her regular work week to 
participate in a research project 
being undertaken by the Phobia 
Program of Tidewater doesn't 
even make Zocco flinch. 

Zocco and others within the 
program are SMking volunteers 
unafraid of answering questions 
about their phobias. Zocco hopes 
the results will help her more 
fully understand why phobjc 
people think the way they do. ' 

"Phobic people have a lot of' 
illogical thoughts," Zocco ^d. 
"They worry about the worst 
that can happen and 
catastrophize a lot. It's all 
illogical filtering, only focusing 
on the negative." 

Zocco said the approach with 
which her office works, seated 
in 1977 by RoberMDuPont, 
M.D., is different than any other 
used today ^The goal of the pro- 
gram is to help phobic people 
overcome their fears, so part of 
the 16-week workshop deals with 
taking the patient right through 
their fear, up cl(»e and personal. 
In other words, someone who is 
afraid of elevators will be taken 
regularly to ride devatws.

Fear of riding an elevator may 
seem silly to many people, but 
Zocco stresses that fears like that 
can be tragic for those having 
them. 

"It's really hard fadng your 
fears," Zocco said. "It's easier 
said than done and is so intense. 
It's not anything like a non- 
phobic person has ever experien- 
ced." 

Even more than taking phobic 
persons through their fears, 
though, Zocco is concerned 
about the thought procxss^ they 
have. She feels if she can get titt 
I^Uient to feel better about him- 



self and not be so pessimistic, 
then the phobia will probably go 
away. 

Therefore, questions Zocco 
has the research volunteers an- 
swer are geared toward how those 
people feel about themselves. 
They are the same type questions 
she asks her patients during their 
two-and-a-half hours worth of 
therapy sessions each week. "We 
teach them how to think," she 
said. 

A graduate of the Virginia 
Consortion for Professional Psy- 
chology, Zocco says that many of 
the 10 million phobic people 
nationwide "fear the unknown" 
more than they do their actual 
phobia. 

"A phobic person will worry 
about having a panic attack, 
which is usually associated with 
losing control," Zocco pointed 
out. In other words, a phobic 
person may be scared to death 
about flying in a planf , but when 
he actually do« fly, it is no 
problem. It is the time before- 
hand that is iwinful. 

"Actually," saki Zocco, "they 
handle crisis situations better 
than you and I. They really do 
the right thinp." 

Director of the center since 
December, Zo<xo has heard her 
share of different phobias. 
"Evwyday I hmt a new one," 
the says. "I've fm^bly heard 50 
or 60 differait phobias."

The answer to hose questions would be both in- 
teresting and instructive. 

As for Ferraro's selection, we are being cautious

families and relationships, you know.) 

Ferraro lacks the depth of experience in foreign 
affairs that some say is prerequisite for the job. But 
when you look at the disastrous bungles made by 
some of our foreign affairs "experts," you wonder 
if experience is so important after all. 

But unless the I>emocratic national ticket can 
light a few fires under the electorate, all this will be 
moot. 

We doubt that a woman's presence on the slate 
will have any real negative effect on its already slim 
chances. 

And, in a sense, that represents social progress, 
do^n't it?

In 1967, the Vietnam War was 
at its peak, and Wolfe, with 11 
months experience under his belt, 
found himself in the northern 
section of South Vietnam. Out- 
side the city of Hue he walked in- 
to an ambush and ended his 
military career and almost his 
life. With the loss of one leg and 
a multitude of other injuries, 



Wolfe was sent home. 

While recuperating in Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington, 
D.C., Wolfe met Lyim, his wife to 
be. A native of Norfolk, and a 
graduate of ^Old Dominion 
University, Lynn was working at 
the hospital as a speech therapist. 
She took ar^ interest in the "quiet 
guy upstairs who liked to draw," 
and they were married in 1971, 
the year Wolfe got out of the 
hospital. 

He attended the State Univer- 
sity of New York for two years, 
but became disappointed with the 
art curriculum. He transferred to 
the Art Students League in New 
York City, where he studied for 
four years under the G.I. Bill.

Lincoln: Man or myth? 



Heroes have a strange effect 
on us. At the same time that 
America seems to be searching 
for a hero, it also seems unable to 
leave those of previous eras 
untouched. RevisicHiism appears 
to be an histwical watchword. 
Without judging whether this 
trend is good or bad, 1 will 
acknowledge that it does lead to 
interesting analysis and histor- 
ical writing. 

Abraham lincdn is an Amer- 
ican hero perhaps so firmly 
woven into the fabric of Amer- 
ican life that it seems odd to 
vmte aboit him in July rather 
than in February. February, after 
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all, is Lincoln's month even if his 
actual birth date has been ob- 
scured by President's Day. 1 
began to discover my July inter- 
est in Lincdn after reading a 
Newsweek review of Gore Vidal's 
new fictional biography Lincdn. 
The review was intriguing eno- 
ugh to prompt me to reserve a 
copy and settle down fa: several 
nights of reading. While aware of 
the mixed reviews the book had 
received, I brought to it a 
perscmal love of the particular 



historical period and, having 
read no Vidal books previously, 
an open mind (ah, the confes- 
sions of a librarian). 

Although the book is osten- 
sibly about Lincdn, I fcMind that 
Civil War Washingtoi D.C. with 
its unfinished monuments and 
capitol, primitive smells, sum- 
mer heat and unpaved streets 
was much more a central chara- 
cter than any person in the book. 
The characterizaticHis of those 
surrounding the President are 
sharply drawn, intimate port- 
raits: the asmatic Stanton; the 
imperial Seward; the ambitious, 
myopic Salmcxi P. Chase, contin- 
ually running fw president and 
given to hearing chcMiises of 
hymns in his head; the naivete of

Emergency repairs afloat 



(V 
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Your boat is more than just a 
car that floats. It is a life support 
system protecting you from a 
very unforgiving and sometimes 
hostile environment, the water. 
Even a minor mechanical mal- 
function can rapidly get you into 
serious trouble, and there is no 
way to walk to the nearest service 
station. But in spite of your best 
efforts, sometimes something 
goes wrong. When this happens, 
your survival may depend on 
your ability to fix the problem. 
So, become familiar with aU the 
systems on your boat. Most 
problems are simple, obvious, 
and easily fixed. Manufacturers 
often provide troubleshooting 
guides which are of great help in 
making emergency repairs. 

Keep a simple tool kit aboard. 
It should contain such items as a 
hammer, adjustable wrench, 

pliers, wire cutters, pipe wrench, 
vise grips, a set of box end wren- 
ches, a knife, and screw drivers 
of various sizes and types. Take 
along some spare parts too.

For gas engines you may need a 
set of distributor points, conden- 
ser, coil, spark plugs, fuel pump 
and a water pump impeller. If 
you have a diesel engine make 
sure that you carry spare fuel 
filters as diesels are highly sen- 
sitive to water in the fuel. For 
rigging, sails and overboard 
plumbing carry such items as ad- 
justable hose clamps, marline, 
and electrical and waterproof 
duct tape. You will be surprised 
how many repairs you can make 
with these items. 

Lost your steering? Rudder 
broke? That paddle or oar on 
board can be rigged for an 
emergency rudder. Fan belt 
broke? You would be surprised 
what a piece of line can do to get 



you back in. Last, but not least, 
carry something with which to 
bail your boat. Although a pump 
is nice, something so simple as a 
plastic gallon jug cut into a scoop 
could be a life saver. 

If you do have a breakdown 
and you are close to shore or even 
out where the currents are run- 
ning, it is best to go on and set 
your anchor down before you 
start troubleshooting. One 
minute you may be way off the 
beach or rocks and the next you 
look up and find yourself on top 
of them or out of sight of land. 

When you are troubleshooting, 
do one thing at a time, arid if the 
last operation did not cure the 
problem, it was obviously not the 
problem. Put it back the way it 
was before you start on the next 
check. Remember, mechanical 
malfunctions are generally 
caused by one simple-to-fix item 
that broke down. Knowing how 
to manage these breakdowns may 
save your boat and your life as 
well. 



Shopping for a printer 




A printer isn't necessary to 
have just to get started with com- 
puters, but you'll want one very 
soon. We'll look at some jargon 
you'll hear when shopping for a 
printer, and we'll look at some 
jargon about modems, too. 
The Printer: Hardcopy Output 

Two kinds of printing methods 
are popular today: dot matrix 
and daisy wheel. Dot matrix prin- 
ters are cheap, reliable, quiet, 
fast, and efficient; they also look 
like computer printing. If you 
can only afford one printer, 
make it a dot matrix printer. 

Good dot matrix printers range 
in price from $250 to nearly 
$1000. In general, the ones that 
can handle the larger, 132-colum 
(14-inch) paper are more expen- 
sive. Unless you're doing accoun- 
ting with your computer, you'll 
rarely need to print that wide. •. 

You may find that salespeople 
will try to sell you one printer 
over another because it is faster. 
Printing speed is measured in 
characters per second (CPS), and 
printers available today range in 
speed from 10 CPS to over 300 
CPS. Most run at about 100-150 




CPS, and you'll probably find 
that they're fast enough for most 
needs. 

Most computers expect to talk 
to the printer through the parallel 
port, and some people insist that 
the parallel port is faster. 
However, if your computer only 
has serial ports, that's okay, too. 
You may find, though, that you 
have to pay extra to get a printer 
than can communicate through 
the serial port. 

Whether the connection is 
serial or parallel, you will usually 
have to pay $25-40 extra for the 
connection cable. 

One other characteristic of 
note is the way the paper feeds 
through the printer. Most com- 
puter paper has holes on the edges 
so the paper can be pulled 
through; this is called tractor 
feed. It is useful for computer 



reports and indispensable for 
printing labels. If you want to 
print on "regular" paper, you 
will have to have a printer with 
friction feed. Dot matrix printers 
in the range of $400-600 often 
have both paper feeding 
methods. 

There are some inexpensive 
(less than $200) thermal printers 
around. The quality of print is 
equal to the dot matrix printers, 
but they require a specially- 
coated paper. This paper can get 
expensive if you do a lot of prin- 
ting. If your budget is tight, and 
you don't expect to do much 
printing anyway, a thermal prin- 
ter might be right for you. 

For your second printer, you 
can spend $500 to $3000 for a 
good daisy wheel, or letter- 
quality, printer. Its print looks 
just '.ike an office typewriter, and 
is v'jry impressive for a resume or 
term paper. But most letter- 
quahty printers are very slow, 
and are useful only for the final 
draft of a report.

Skateboard ramps 
due this month

Skateboard ramps will be con- 
structed at two city parks in an 
attempt to lure skaters who have 
been using illegal backyard ramps. 

If the two-at Lynnhaven Park 
and Mount Trashmore-prove 
successful, the city plans to con- 
struct three more at Red Wing 
Park, Bayville Farms Park and 
Princess Anne Park. 

Backyard ramps, over which 
neighbors have complained 
because of the noise, have been 
ruled illegal by the Board of 
Zoning Appeals under the city's 
Comprehensive Zoning Ordinan- 
ce. Youngsters who use the ramps 
recently appealed to Council for 
help in allowing them to continue 
their activity. 

At the suggestion of Coun- 
cilman H. Jack Jennings Jr. 
Council decided to provide ramps 
in the parks. 

City Manager Thomas H. 
Muehlenbeck said the two pilot 
ramps will cost approximately 
$7,760. The city's crews will con- 
struct the ramps with materials 
costing $2,500 per ramp. A fence 
will cost another $880 and main- 
tenance and supervision another 
$1,000 at Lynnhaven. No ad- 
ditional supervision will be 
required at Mount Trashmore 
reducing the cost there by $1 ,000. 

Muehlenbeck said the ramps 
should be ready by the end of 
July. 

Although Council favored the 
construction of the ramps, mem- 
bers do not think that all the*- 
children now using backyard 
ramps will use the park ramps. 

"People still like the idea of 
keeping their kids in the neigh- 
borhood," Councilman J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. said. 

The youngsters are generally 
under driving age and may have 
no transportation to get to the 
parks. 

Muehlenbeck said the total 
cost at Lynnhaven will be $4,380 
and at Mount Trashmore, 
$3,380.

If you offered your house for 
sale for $2 millicMi, it would never 
sell (or it would remain cm the 
market until inflation caught up 
with your price.) 

If you asked $10 for it, you'd 
have a sale befwe your ad hit the 
newspapers. Ychi need only sea- 
rch for the figure, sanewhere 
between $10 and $2 milli(»i, that 
will attract buyers and still bring 
you the highest possible price. 

Time and money are related in 
real estate sales. If ycxi are under 
no pressure to sell, you have the 
luxury of exploring the market, 
making some experiments with 
price, and accepting an offer 
without pressure. This procedure 
is likely to yield the highest 
price. 

Pricing your prof^rty involves 
an attempt to estimate eventual 
selUng price, and then a decision 
to list somewhere above or below 
that figure, depeii'dinj^xpn cir- 
cumstances. \ 



Factors that you should be 
ignored in the process: 

• Your cost. Suppose you had 
received the place as a gift; must 
you then give it away. Or if you 
overpaid in the first place, will a 
buyer make up for yair mistake? 

• Y(Hir outlay fw improve- 
ments. You put in that purple 
kitchen because y(Hi enjoyed it, 
but you are not likely to find 
anyone else willing to give you an 
extra $10,000 because of it. 
Certain buyers will, instead, 
calculate the cost of tearing it out 
and replacing it with something 
in fuchia. 

Assessed value. This figure is 
set by the taxing authorities as 
the basis for your prc^rty taxes. 
Even if it's a recent figure, and 
even where there is a sincere 
effort to keep it up to date, the 
assessment is seldom as accurate 
estimate of eventual selling 
price. 

• Your needs. You may require 
$40,000 net in order to buy your 
next home, but that is your own 
problem, and you cannot expect 
buyers to share it with ycm. The 
public is looking at various 
homes and comparing prices. 
Your house can only be pegged

Factcn-s that do count: 

• Urgency of sale. Time is 
money, and you will discount 
market value in prc^xn-tion to 
ycHir need for a quick sale. 

• Competiticm. If few homes 
are for sale in your desirable 
focation, you can be marked up a 
bit for scarcity. If on the other 
hand, your realtCM* tells you it is a 
buyers market, a discount may 
be needed to attract attenting. 

• That $10,000 barrier. There 
is little difference in market 
reaction between a house price4 
at $87,000 and one at $89,000. 
Buyers see much more contrast 
between two priced at $89,000 
and $91,000. Keep in mind the 
barrier in the public's mind 
represented by that $10,000 
jump. 

• Comparable sales. This con- 
sideration is at the heart of the 
matter. Nothing is so relevant to 
proper asking price, as ccxnoara- 
ble sales (comparables), which 
are already ccnnpleted trans- 
actions as nearly like yours as 
possible. The homes selected for 
comparison should be physically 
near, for no one factor deter- 
mines value more surely than 
location. Tlie sales should also be 
near in style, size and ccmdition 
to your property - the closer the 
better. 

Your realtor can furnish ac- 
curate data (»i comparables. At 
least three are recanmended; if 
six are available so much the 
better. Pay little attentioi to 
neighborhood scuttlebutt. Sellers 
often exaggerate the prices they 
received, while your new neigh- 
bix may minimize the price paid. 

In the end, selling price is not 
determined by you, by an 
appraiser or by a brdcer, but by 
the buying public. 

Buyers make value. Supply 
and demand, (grating in the 
open market, will set the value 
for your house.

Muehlenbeck stated that Mor- 
gan said the city was equally 
liable and wanted the matter 
scheduled fix the August 6 
meeting. 

Muehlenbeck said that since 
April the city has required grad- 
ing slopes to be one percent 
rather than .5 percent.

studied privately with Alex Mine- 
wski. Says Wolfe, "he taught me 
the deeper aspects of painting- 
not the photographic sense, but 
rather design, structure and com- 
position-more of an architec- 
tural approach." 

This approach is quite evident 
in "English and the Sudan." The 
mural-like painting, done 
primarily in warm ochreous 
shades, depicts with great detail 
the ensuing battles of the English 
in the plains region of north cen- 
tral Africa. 

When asked why his works 
seem to have a central theme of 
war or conflict he replied, "it's 
not the conflict that attracts me 
to the subject, but rather the idea 
of people living on the edge of a 
Ufe or death utuation-it gives 
you such a heightened awaren^s 
of life. I wake up in the morning 
and I can't wait to get to the 
easel." 

Wolfe, who has remained

career as a criminal lawyer came 
increasing business success. 

"In a broad sense we all face 
the same destiny," Burlage ex- 
plained. "We all have to sur- 
vive... happily if we can. And we 
all have to die. This book is about 
suggested wise solutions to life's 
problems as opposed to ignorant 
responses. An example of ignor- 
ance being the use of drugs and 
alcohol by young people." 

The book took ten years to 
write and the original manuscript 
topped 1,000 pages. 

"Some nights I'd work all 
night long," Burlage said. "My 
wife Carol read the manuscript 
and gave me feedback. I was en- 
couraged because she fek the 
conclusions were helping to 
crystalize values she had but 
couldn't verbalize. 

"When I finsihed writing the 
last sentence the dining room 
chair collapsed under me!" 

Burlage sees the book as the 
opening salvo of a personal war 
against drug and alcohol abuse 
among the young. 

"The question remains— how 
to get this information into the 
minds of the young people. What 
the book proposes to do is to give 
a wise answer to every day sit- 
uations and problems that we dl 
have to face." 

Profits from the book are to be 
used to fund the L. Charles 
Burlage Foundation, a foun- 



dation the author hopes will 
spread the word against addiction 
of any kind. 

"The reason I wrote the book 
is different than the reason most 
books are written." Burlt^e ex- 
plained. "Most are written in the 
hopes of making money. I think 
if you are going to have a 
meaningful existance, you have 
to leave home and get out on the 
highway and help somebody. 
Give somebody a lift, so to 
speak." 

In the meantime Burlage has 
plenty to keep him occupied. He 
is now building Barclay Towers 
on the resort strip and has several 
other projects in various stages of 
development. 

"Work is the answer," Burlage 
said with a smile. "Work is the 
only way to pay the rent for the 
space you occupy on the planet." 

So work Burlage will. And his 
reaction to the publication of his 
book? 

"I've been too busy to find 
out. Anyway it's better to try 
something great and fail than to 
try nothing and succeed. If five 
out of a hundred kids glean 
something of value from the 
book then it will have been wor- 
thwhile." 

As for Charles Burlage he will 
go on. 

"I have survived successfully a 
most unusual life."

At the request of Councilman 
John A. Baum, Council is 
schnluling a meeting in August 
with the Industrial Development 
Authority to establish a joint set 
of criteria under which the bonds 
may be improved under the new 
legislation. 

Jennings pointed out that he 
was troublMi about the bonds 
wlwn Council was first told that 
it could not vote "no." He poin- 
ted out that a number of financial 
experts and numerous authorities 
have maintained that the 
proliferation of the bonds are 
doing nothing but driving up 
municipal bond rates. "I hear so 
much about so-called ad- 
ministration deficits. I hope those 
quick to criticize the ad- 
ministration's defecits are not the 
same people who want IRB's," 
he said. 

Councilman Dr. J. Henry Mc- 
Coy Jr. said that since the IRB's 
un^er consideration Monday 
would not fall under the cap, it 
would be beneficial to the city to 
approve them. 

At the same time Council 
deferred approval of $1 million in 
bwids to the Norfolk-Virginia 
Brach-Portsmouth MSA Limited 
Partnership for a cellular mobile 
radio network pending Council's 
consideration of a use permit. 
Council later in the meeting 
denied by a vote of 9-0 the use 
permit requested by Contel 
MoWlcom for a 100-foot self- 
supporting mono pole to mount 
antennas for Cellular radio on a 
9,725 square-foot parcel west of 
Great Neck Road, south of Mill 
Dam Road. Mayor Harold 
Heischober and Councilman 
Jennings abstained because of in- 
terest in a competing firm. 

Salle said the act also provides 
for a phase-in over two years for 
states in which their volume 
(based on an annualization of the 
first nine months of 1983) in 1983 
exceeded $150 per capita. The 
$150 will be reduced to $100 after 
1986 reflecting the sunset 
provisions for IDB's starting in 
1987. 

The cap is effective with 
respect to bonds issued after the 
end of last year provided that in 
the case of projects induced (ap- 



proved by the Development « 
Authority) before June 19 bonds 
could be issued outside the cap- 
if issued before January 1, 1985. 

Salle said the bonds presented 
last week were the last which 
could be issued outside the cap. 

The Act also requires a project 
be given imority within the cap if 
induced before October 19, 1983; 
or if a substantial user of the 
project notifies the issuing 
authority within 30 days after 
enactment of the Act that it in- 
tends to claim the priority; and if 
construction of the project began 
before October 1983, or the sub- 
stantial user wasi under a binding 
contract to incur significant ex- 
penditures. * 



Bonds are not to be issued for 
a consideration of a bribe, gift, 
gratuity or direct or indirect con- 
tribution to any political cam- 
paign. 

The Act also provides that the 
tax exemption on the interest- 
rate, which makes the bonds ^ 
popular, will be reduced from 85 
percent to 80 percent for tax 
years beginning after the end of 
this year. 

The Act prohibits more than 25 
percent of the proceeds of small ; 
issue IDB's from being used to 
acquire land or 50 percent in the 
case of industrial parks with; 
some exceptions. 

It also prohibits the use of 
IDB's to purchase an existing 
facility unless an amount equal to 
at last 15 percent (100 percent in 
the case of equipment only finan- 
cings) of the purchase price is 
spent on the rehabilitation of the 
facility. 

One beneficiary is restricted to 
no more than $40 million in 
IDB's. 

Two or more bond issues for a 
single^ building, enclosed shop- 
ping mall, or strip of offices, 
stores or warehouses using sub- 
stantial common facilities will be 
treated as one issue to determine 
limits. 

Added to types of facilities 
which may not qualify for IDB's 
are liquor stores, sky boxes or 
other private luxury boxes in 
stadiums; airplanes, health clubs 
and gambling establishments.

When Reba McClanan was 
defeated in her attempt for a seat 
on City Council in 1974 she 
vowed never to run for office 
again. Finishing fourth in an at- 
large race where only the top two 
vote getters won, McClanan says 
the experience really shook her 
up. 

The president of a number of 
civic organizations, among them 
the Council of Civic 
Organizations, Council of Gar- 
den Clubs and the Friends of the 
Library, McClanan figured she 
had enough to keep her busy. 

Rebounding in grand style, 
McClanan decided in 1980 to give 
Council another shot. After a 
number of "people started 
talking about (her) running," she 
put her mind on unseating 14- 
year incumbent and past mayor 
J. Curtis Payne for the Princess 
Anne Borough position. 

Running on a "shoestring 
budget," McClanan put together 
enough resources to defeat her 
opponent. And since then, she 
hasn't looked back. During her 
first four-year term, McClanan 
did well enough to scare off any 
opposition in this year's council 



Ttux, and still ended up gathering 
over 20,000 votes. 

WeU enough, too, to be elected 
as vice-mayor over her friend 
Barbara Henley by a 7-4 vote 
July 2. She will work with newly- 
elected Mayor Harold 
Heischober for the next two 
years. 

To the 20,000 people who 
voted for her in May, Mc- 
Cianan's success is no big sur- 
prise. Not only has she had such 
an extensive civic background, 
but McClanan is one coun- 
cilwoman who takes the time to 
listen to what people have to say. 
Regarding her job as full-time, 
McClanan said she doesn't mind 
folks calling her, even if it is at 
1:30 in the morning, the time her 
phone rang last week . 

"During the first four years, I 
only had to hang up twice," Mc- 
Clanan said. "That's very 
good." 

What is also very good is Mc- 
Clanan's approach to politics. 
She is open minded to the point 
that when an old friend or a cam- 
paign contributor calls for a 
favor, she says she ignores the 
face and looks at the facts. "I try 
to keep personalities out of my 
work," she explained. 



"Everybody wants you to be 
fair until it comes to them," Mc- 
Clanan said, "and then they want 
you to listen to their side and 
forget everything else. I don't 
think that's right.

She may treat people all the 
same, but McClanan treats each 
and every fact, figure and 
argument as different entities. 
Putting in an average of 45 hours 
a week on Council work, the 
Councilwoman said she "can 
never get enough information.

good hard factual reasoning," 
McClanan said.

f Beach. She said the most rewar- 

'ding thing Council has done 

during her term thus far has been 

"moving ahead as far on the 

water issue as we have." Like 

most of her peers, she considers a 

constant water supply for the city 

as paramount. "1 really consider 

it to be the city's biggest 

problem," she said. 

Another step McClanan feels 
council has taken in the right 
direction was the opening up of 

the boards and commissions to 
allow for new faces. "In a city 
this large, if we let people stay on 
until they die, then we can't have 
anyone new. None of us have a 
vested interest big enough to stay 
in one place (forever)." 

McClanan sees the Beach's 
greatest assets as location, a long 
shore line, a large land area, and 
a military and well-educated 
populous. But she sees much of the 
land area, in particular the 
agricultural land in the southern 
part of the city, as eventually 
developing into a more populated

"Women are experiencing an 
identity crisis. They are without 
adequate role models, models of 
femininity." 

Carol Ann Bush is a licensed 
clinical social worker practicing 
in Virginia Beach who is concer- 
ned about women whose lives are 
in transition. Many are experien- 
cing "an upheaval and are 
breaking out of once-standard 
roles," Bush said. Bush and 
Mary Elizabeth Marlow will be 
offering a three day, 18 hour in- 
tensive seminar August 3-S in a 
private residence in Virginia 
Beach. The workshop is designed 
to help women who are as Bush 
said, "not always satisfied with 
the limiting roles and stereotypes 
from the past, nor with adopting 
male competitiveness and 
agression in order to succeed." 

Through the study of ancient 
Greek goddesses as archetypal 
images. Bush and Marlow seek to 
address the needs of contem* 
porary women; define basic con- 
cepts of femininity; and provide a 
means for the release of the 
female potential. Bush explained 



"Archrtww»M-e ti»syuAoh that 
have a universal quality and 
represent innate behavior or at- 
titudes that are common to all 
mankind." 

Seven goddesses have been 
chosen for use in the workshop: 
Aphrodite, goddess of love and 
beauty; Athena, one of the 
original twelve deities; Artimus, 
goddess of the hunt; Hera, wife 
of Zeus; Demeter, goddess of 
agriculture; Hestia, goddess of 
fire; and Persephone, wife of 
Hades. The symbols, continued 
Bush, "provide a pattern in 
which a woman can seek her own 
identity. The pattern which 
emerges from the goddess can be 
applied to one's own life." 

Certainly, an individual may 
identify with a primary model 
and then with one or more secon- 
dary models. All of these are 
liable to shift and rearrange as 
one grows and experiences major 
life changes. But at any given 
point in a person's growth. Bush 
insisted these types can provide 
valuable and necessary role 
models.

An wdinance recently ap- 
proved by Virginia Beach City 
Council raises from $1,000 to 
$10,000 the limit over which 
fcM-mal bidding will be required 
for the purchase of items.

Services with the same $10,000 

limit. 

At the same time the city will 
continue to require bid and 
performance bonds for contracts 
of $25,000 or more even though 
the State Code permits the figure 
to be increased to $100,000. 

In changing the limit to 
$10,000 for the requirement of 
formal sealed bids, the city will 
bring its ordinance in line with 
the State Procurement Act which 
requires bidding on items over 



$10,000 for State purchasing. 

AccOTding to City Manager 
Thomas H. Muehlenbeck, the 
change should save a great deal 
of time and administrative effort 
by the Purchasing Divisicm in> 
processing requisitions. Bids will 
continue to be obtained on items 
• tmder-MO-.OOO'^^ut the j>roccss 
will be less fcH-nial " and less 
time-consuming. They may even 
be accepted over the telephone. 

The limit used by the Virginia 
Beach Public Schools, and the 
City of Norfolk is $10,00; by the 
City of Portsmouth, $5,000; and 
by the City of Chesapeake, 
$2,500. 

The city ordinance did not 
previously cover the procure- 
ment of other than professional 
services. Council approved the 
changes by a vote of 11-0. 



Health Department warns 
of Shallow Lakes 



The Public Health Department 
of the City of Virginia Beach 
warns against swimming and 
other water activities in shallow 
lakes. The Department is asking 
citizens to avoid shallow lakes 
and drainage canals with the city. 
These areas are subject to 
frequent contamination from 
surface runoff and do not have 
the natural factors which 



promote clean, swimmable 
waters (adequate flow, large 
volume and oxygenation through 
wind action). Use of such waters 
may lead to a variety of illnesses 
from skin and eye infections to 
more serious gastrointestinal 
illnesses.

Council looks at uncollectables

Virginia Beach City Council 
will soon be lookine closer at 
"uncollectables." 

"Uncollectables" are debts due 
various departments of the city 
for which payment has not been 
received. The Departments, after 
making unsuccessful efforts to 
collect the bills, ask Council to 
charge-off from the tc&xda the 
bills which are uncollectable. 

In most cases, by the time the 
charge-offs are requested the 
statute of limitations has run out 
leaving the city with no way to 
coll«:t the bills. 

Vice Mayor Reba McOaoan 
recently said the {H'oblem was 
that the items ccnne to Council 
for approval when nothing an be 
done. She asked that the itons be 
brought to Council before the 
statute of limitations runs mit. 
She said some of the unconec- 
tables on the list before CouncU 
during a recent .afternoon 
meeting looked as though 
soroethii^ couU be (kMie. 



McClanan asked that an or- 
dinance be brought back to 
provide for this. Councilman 
John A. Baum asked that City 
Attorney Dale Bimson also ad- 
dress delinquent real estate taxes 
in the same ordinance. He said 
that he has been told about a case 
where a property owner was 
found delinquent after 17 years 
and could not remember whether 
the tax had been paid or not. 

In the meantime City Council 
by a vote of 10-1 authorized 
charge-offs amounting to 
$4,426.08 for the Police, Public 
Works and Planning De^atmen- 
te. Councilman Robert G. Jon« 
exempted from the motion a 
chvge-off for $418.00 in the city 
clwk's office, because, he said, 
the sutute of limitations had not 
run (Hit. 

This included a $240 charge to 
State Sen. J{»eph Canada, who 
had raquet«l a verbatim of two 
itoni in Council minutn for two 
Misi(MU. AiXOTding to the clerk, 
tlw ^xuments were mailed to the 
who returned them by 



mail saying he did not need them. 
He refused to pay. The cost of a 
page of transcript is $10.

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Bad week for journalism 



One might suppose that in this era of cheap shots 
and tabloid smears we would become inured to the 
embarrassing claims of every Tom, Dick and Harry 
with a press card that he is a journalist. 

In a profession which by its nature is composed 
of eavesdroppers and voyeurs one becomes blase 
when gazing at the near pornographic headlines 
screaming celebrity gossip at grocery shoppers. 

In a profession in which the ideal is to fight for 
that big story, and in turn that move to a larger 
paper, higher rated radio market or more watched 
television station, one must be realistic. 

Reporters must be coldhearted, some would say, 
must be ready to use people and their stories, do 
anything they must to get the news. It is a cutthroat 
world out there, some say, and if one reporter does 
not get the story another will. 

Even given these working conditions and every- 
day realities there was a week just past that could 
only be called a bad week for journalism. 




Star journalism 



Star journalism comes to mind when trying to 
describe CBS newsman Ed Bradley's confrontation, 
with Mayor Washington of Chicago during the\ 
recent Democratic National Convention. In the 
grand tradition of "60 Minutes" confrontational 
journalism, Bradley elicited a comment from Mr. 
Washington regarding a political opponent who 
Mr. Bradley had waiting in the wings in the apparent 
hope of provoking a gladiatorial sparring match. 

Mr. Washington, having none of it, sat down, 
seemingly ending the interview. Mr. Bradley, too 
big a media star to allow such a slight to his Neilson 
ratings, continued his piece, tapping the mayor on 
the shoulder and talking to the back of his head un- 
til Mr. Washington pronounced him, "the lowest 
form of human." But the job was done and Mr. 
Bradley had his confrontation. 

The CBS network, to their credit, aired a com- 
mentary the following morning during which media 
watchdog Ron Powers alleged that "Bradley went 

too far." 



Really going too far 



As if Bradley and his bully-boy "60 Minutes" 
cohorts weren't enough, along comes Bob Guc- 
cione, publisher of Penthouse, with his now 
famous Vanessa Williams nudes. 

During an interview concerning the decision to 
publish photographs of Miss America in the nude 
with another woman, Mr. Guccione defended his 
move with the statement "...it was newsworthy and 
I'm a journalist." 

Journalist indeed! Now Miss Williams will have 
the opportunity so few of us get in life, the chance 
to count her friends. 

Mr. Guccione could have held the photos until 
the end of Miss Williams' reign and the effect 
would have been far less damaging to a young 
woman's life. The real evil in the situtation would 
not seem to be a young girl's decision in the direc- 
tion of her career, rather the conscious, calculated 
decision by an aging pornographer who would 
wreck a life to sell magazines. 

One supposes that Miss Williams has talent and 
guts enough to survive her catastrophic mistake. 
One only hopes that Mr. Guccione will not survive 
his. 



A weekend in the country 



Each July, when Tidewater's 
heat and humidity become too 
unbearable, I escape to my 
English country house. Far away 
from the city's hustle and bustle I 
wander through romantic gar- 
dens, dine in elaborate chambers, 
hunt grouse in the woods and en- 
joy being waited on by the down- 
stairs staff. Unfortunately, I am 
not an earl in disguise, so my 
sojourns are accomplished 
through the printed page. Today 
I will try and share a little bit of 
that world with you. 

Perhaps the most evocative 
book on the subject is Mark 
Girouard's Life In The English 
Country House (Yale University 
Press, 1978). This beautiful book 
is a history of both the architeos 
ture and social life of the co^te| 
gentlemen's world from the ^A- 
die Ages to World War I. This 
anecodotal history is especially 
effective when detailing how and 
why certain rooms, in certain 
houses, at certain times, evolved. 

Likes change

For instance, greathalls were 
originally designated as such 
because they were the largest 
room in any house with several 
chambers. Even in the homes of 
royal personages they were bed- 
sitting rooms used for sleeping, 
eating and entertaining. By the 
sixteenth century their function 
had primarily narrowed to dining 
and entertainment. 

Girouard describes one 
evening's entertainment at 
, Ashley-de-Ia-Zouch castje in 
1601 the visit of the Dovvager- 
Countess of Derby was 
celebrated by a masque (ball) in 
the great hall. During the masque 
"Goddesses spoke their pieces; 
clouds whizzed through the air on 



invisible machinery." Following 
the performance there was a dan- 
ce where "...they danced 
measures, galliards, corantos and 
lavaltos until 'the night being 
much spent', a shepherd sang 'a 
passionate ditty at my Lady's 
depature', and the party ended." 

The Last Country Houses 
(Yale University Press, 1982) by 
Clive Aslet has a much narrower 
focus. Aslet concentrates on the 
Edwardian era and the large 
country estates built by the newly 
monied barons of industry bet- 
ween 1890 and 1939. These 
elaborate country manors were 
complete with electric lights, 
hydraulic lifts, automated steam 
laundries and electric pumps. 
They had large rooms, large gar- 
dens.ai^ lai^e s^ffs. The)»ii««»«^ 
above all "opulent, easy and 
discrete." 

Perhaps the most interesting 
part of Aslet's book is his 
discussion of the country houses

Obesity 
and dieting

Dieting, for the purpose of 
losing weight, is a prevalent and 
often frustrating preoccupation 
for millions of Americans. Ac- 
cording to national statistics, one 
out of every three of us is obese, 
in the sense that we weigh at least 
200 percent more than we should. 
How many of us are dieting at 
any given time? That's difficult to 
say, but it has been observed that 
losing weight may rank second 
only to baseball as the national 
pastime. 

People gain weight for a 
variety of reasons. Genetic,, en- 
vironmental or psychological fac- 
tors can cause increases in 
weight. Less frequently, a 
medical problem is involved— a 
glandular dysfunction, for exam- 
ple. The most common cause of 
weight gain, however, is an im- 
balance between energy (in the 
form of calories) taken in and 
energy expended. Put another 
way, when we eat more calories 
than our bodies need or can use, 
we gain weight. 

Obesity is a major public 
health problem in the United 
States; it can bring on major 
health problems for you. We 
know that obesity is either a risk 
factor in the development of or is 
associated with high blood 
pressure, increased levels of 
cholesterol and fats in the blood, 
diabetes, osteoarthritis, some 
types of cancer and gall bladder 
disease. Obesity increases the risk 
of complications in pregnancy. It 
also has been shown to increase 
your chances of having a heart at- 
tack. 

Our bodies vary in the efficien- 
cy with which they utilize energy. 
For this reason, alone, the treat- 
ment of obesity should be 
tailored to the individual. Beware 
of highly ailveirtised w^ht loss 
regimens— the low carbohydrate 
diets, the high protein diets, the 
high fat diets, the grapefruit diet, 
water diet and so forth. Watch 
out, as well, for appetite 
depressants or hormones, 
bulking agents, diet gadgets and 
any other methods that promise 
fast weight loss. Attempts to lose 
weight quickly can be harmful to 
your health, and they are almost 
certain to fail, because you are 
almost certain to return, in time, 
to your old eating habits . 

Think about it: your eating 
habits, and your weight gain, 
developed slowly, over many 
years. If you would now change 
those eating habits— and 
changing them is the key to suc- 
cessful and lasting weight reduc- 
tion— you should do so 
gradually, as a long-range 
project, with the guidances of a 
physician or nutritionist, who can 
provide expert advice on a diet 
that will work best for you. 

Eating fewer calories is fine, 
but if you want to lose weight, 
you must also expend more 
calories, for which reason you 
should plan to couple your new 
eating habits with an individually 
tailored exercise program. Your 
exercising need not be par- 
ticularly strenuous— moderation 
is the best approach, in fact, at 
least at the beginning— but it 
should be enjoyable, so that you 
will want to stay with it. 

Bicycling, dancing, swimming, 
running, walking and tennis are 
forms of exercise that most of us 
enjoy.

Exercise also aids in appetite 
control. Studies have shown a 
decrease in appetite following 
exercise, due to an increased 
production of certain chemicals 
that appear to play a role in the 
regulation of the brain's appetite 
centers. 

The battle against obesity is 
never easy. Winning that battle 
requires a great deal of 
motivation. So, look to the 
positive aspects of weight loss; 
think about how much better you 
will look and feel and how much 
healthier you are certain to be 
oncx you have lost those pounds 
for good. The struggle may be 
difficult, but the rewards are 
more than worth the effort.

Parents of the 
four babies selected will be given 
a pair of tickets to the evening's 
performance in addition to a 
souvenir for their baby, courtesy 
of CaroUsta Jewelers of Nags 
Head. The names of all young- 
sters who appear that night will 
be announced to the audience 
prior to the start of the perfor- 
mances. 

"The Lost Colony" general 
manager Robert Knowles stressed 
that in no way is this "Audition" 
a talent or beauty contest. "We 
simply need very young actors 
who don't weigh any more than 
fifteen pounds," he said, "and 
who, hopefully, will not get a 
case of opening night jitters and 
cry for their mothers as soon as 
they are carried on stage! " 

"This is not an easy decision," 
he continud, "but it's all in good 
fun and I hope each of the paren- 
ts involved enjoy letting their 
babies 'try out' as much as we en- 
joy having them."

Chew, chew, chew Americans do!

It's as American as apple pie 
and baseball, yet it was used by 
the women of Greece. It aids 
digestion, reduces stress and it 
can actually assist in the cleaning 
of your teeth. It's favored by ball 
players, frowned on by etiquette 
books and loved by millions. Of 
course, we're talking about 
chewing gum. 

Gum is as old as the Mayan 
culture and was found in the an- 
cient ruins. In ancient Greece, the 
women used it to sweeten their 
breath and clean their teeth. 
Through the years the formula 
for chewing gum has included 
many diverse products such as 
paraffin, chicle, rubber, spruce 
sap and snythetic rubber. The 
shape of chewing gum has 
evolved, too. Early gums were lit- 
tle more than chunks of kresin. 
Then came sticks, tabs and gum 
balls. 

The Indians of New England 
taught the settlers how to chew 
gum made from the hardened sap 
of the spruce tree. Maine Pure 
Spruce Gum was first manufac- 
tured commercially in 1848. 
Shortly after, spruce sap gums 
were joined by paraffin gums 
with such fascinating brand 
names as Licorice Lulu, White 
Mountain and Sugar Cream. The 
paraffin gums were not entirely 
satisfactory though, because they 
tended to crumble and stick to 
the teeth. 



Gum made from South 
American chicle caught the atten- 
tion of Thomas Adams in the 
1860's. Adams had a house guest 
who chewed constantly on chicle- 
-the former Antonio Opez de 
Santa Ana, the Mexican general 
Who led the assault on the 
Alamo. Santa Ana had hoped to 
sell chicle as a substitute for rub- 
ber and Adams was a potential 




customer. Adams found the 
chicle tolie the wrong consistency 
for rubber substitution. He 
decided to boil it and discovered 
a new forumla for chewing gum 
that quickly caught on with the 
public. Other manufacturers 
quickly followed Adams' lead. 

The early days of chewing gum 
in this country were marked by 
the American spirit of Entrepren- 
eurship. Fortunes were made and 



lost over the popularity of the 
new flavors and textures for gum. 
A small group of gum manufac- 
turers actually formed a 
"chewing gum trust" which was 
as powerful as the railroad and 
banking trusts of the early 
I900's. There are a total of 24 
chewing gum manufacturers in 
the United States today; in 
Turkey there are 62. 

No one seems to be able to 
pinpoint the first gum ball but 
tabs of gum coated with candy 
were popular in the early 1900's. 
Because of its cylindrical shape, 
the gum ball has always been 
considered an object of en- 
joyment as well as a convenient 
way to chew gum. 

Bubble gum came into being in 
1928 and won immediate 
popularity. During WWII, 
manufacturers were concerned 
that the market for bubble gum 
would die completely. War-time 
rationing included rubber, a key 
component of bubble gum, and 
the government simply could not 
release rubber supplies to gum 
makers. The industry gave a 
collective sigh of relief when 
bubble gum reappeared and old, 
young and new bubble blowers 
flocked to the market. 

Regardless of etiquette books 
and teachers' looks, chewing gum 
reigns supreme in the hearts, on 
the lips and in the eyes of 
Americans, So chew on, folks, 
and on and on and on!

Council approves zoning changes 



All requirements fw Id cov- 
erage in H-2 Resort-Hdel Dis- 
trict have been removed from the 
Virginia Beach Cranprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance. 

City Councilman H. Jack Jen- 
nings Jr. requested the cx'd- 
inance, because, he said, the 
ordinance on the books wasn't 
being adhered to. 

The ordinance has not been 
elective, Gty Planning Directat 
Robert Scott said, because in 
numerous cases the develqier 
has obtained waivers from the 
Board of Zraiing Appeals. 

Scdt said that setbacks still 
apply ~ five feet from the east, 
west and ocean sides ~ and 
parking requirements are nd 
affected. 

The parking requirements may 
determine whether a developer 



will take advantage of the incre- 
ased allowable density which 
would generally require lower 
level parking. Scott said the 
garage ccmstruction cost would 
have to be weighed against land 
f<x outside parking to determine 
which type of parking would be 
used. 

The requirement deleted by a 
9-2 vote oS Council rctxntly was 
for lot coverage noc to exceed 50 
percent to the total area with 
additicxial requirements regard- 
ing height. 

Scott said that the ordinance 
had been difficult to interpret. 

Councilwoman Barbara Hen- 
ley, who with CouncilwcHnan 
Meyera Oberndorf voted against 
the change, nded that a hotel 
being built next door to the 
Maritime Museum was being

contructed on the Id line. 

Oberndorf asked whether a 
developer can always go before 
the Board of zoning Appeals. 

Scdt replied that a number of 
variances have been sought. 

Oberndorf then suggested that 
it would be wiser to draw an 
ordinance that is more specific 
and can be enforced, than to 
withdraw the present ordinancei 

"Look outside the Maritim^ 
Museum and see what's happen- 
ing," she said. 

Scdt said that the Id coverage 
requirements are not in keeping 
with what is there. He said that 
the deletion of the requirements 
would make better use of valu- 
able land. 

Councilman Robert G. Jones 
asked whether "sdid hdels" 
would block the view of the 
ocean.

In an effort to 
return to a more idyllic time, the 
architects of these country homes 
tried to be as authentic as 
possible. This often meant no 
running water or electricity.
